being subscribed, that he "informed

The Grandfather of All Our Watches. 


OMEONE once said that a. boy4- The mainspring, which furnishes 
would do anything for a pen- 
knife, but everyone now -knows 


that a boy's prestlge^s not definitely 
established until he can boast of the 
possession of a watch. There is no 
sensation that can be compared with 
the thrill he experiences when for 
-the first time he can pull his own 
watch out of his own pocket and 
tell you what time it is. Unless, of 
course, it is the fascinating- business 
of prying off the back to watch the 
wheels go 'round. 
The first name to be associated 
with this wonderful instrument is 
that of Thomas-Tompion, who pro- 
duced a watch in the eighteenth cen- 
turythat is essentially the same as 
the one used to-day. The watch, as 
we know It. consists- of a case con- 
taining a mainspring, a set of wheels 
which control the hands, an escape- 
ment, and a email wheel that is a 
combination balance wheel and hair- 
spring. 


the drive for the wheels that move 
the hands, is very delicately con- 
structed, diminishing in size from 
one end to the other. It is wound 
up for only a few turns, so that the 
force from it may not vary to any 
degree. The escapement mechanism 
creates the periodic movements that 
keep the balance-wheel vibrating. 
The last-mentioned part is made up 
of a small wheel, to which is fast- 
ened a spiral hairspring. This wheel, 
swinging with the regularity of a 
pendultim through an angle of from 
180 to 2TO degrees, marks the bust 
of the watch. 
Xeedless to say, this complicated 


piece of mechanism did not spring 
fiill-grown from the mind of Tom- 
pion. There were crude forerunners
